the central mac would disrupt the commerce of botli the three 


cnunlies themselves and the rcsl at the Slate of Michigan. ;n 
would have a deleterious effect on mail service tip ami from tl 
lliree anilities." 


The department also tutted opposition lo lhe,chaH};o frotn II 


.Michigan B('|i(. of Commerce, and added that allfiuiif>h a suh 
lanlial majority of residents of lhe,,ronnlies who commenU 
favored tin- chan.ne, those uppciirinu at hearings nnd filiiif; 
wrillen comments "reprcsenl less than two per cent of the 
population of Berrien counly and less than one per cent of (he 
population of Cuss and Van Huron counties." 


"It does nol appear to (he Department (of Transportation) 


thai the convenience of commerce would he served by making 
any change in the present time /one boundary." 


Public hearings were ci>i>dn<-U>d in Berrien Sprim,-;,-. ('as- 


sopolis, and Paw I'aw on May U-lli to inform residents of the 
tri-countios of the issues involved and to receive public com- 
ment. Of the f>5<) persons who attended I lie meetings, abnnt 17:i 
were in favor of channiOK lo the centra! lime /one. 


Objections to tlie change were voiced by motor commoii 


carriers, educators, poslal representatives, and two of Berrien 
coiinly'.s larMest industries—U'hirlpiiol and Clark Equipment. 


The transportation department said 11 received 2,943 written 


comments. Of these. -.'.1211 favored the lime change and 823 op- 
posed it. Tlie 1!)7H census shows a population of 2(>:i,:)(ill persons 
ill the Hirer comuics. 


The transportation department concluded "consideration of 


tlie •ciiriveniiwe <if conimercc' leads only to the conclusion that 
the proposed lime /one boundary relocation must be denied."

ing himself, who were involved 
in the inception of this tiling, 
was Dean." Khrlichman said.

pilot point of the cover-up," 


said Ehrlichman in tlie stron-

against Dean. 


Khrlichman's 
statements 


came Friday as Dean concluded 
five days of exhaustive les- 
limony and stood firm on his 
chaw thai President Nixon 
knew the outlines of the covet-up 
as early as last Sept. 15.

Presidential Order 
Sharply Cuts Air Piracy 


In 1972 there were 31 repcirted 


skyjacking altempts in the United 
States, 10 of which were successful. So 
far in 1973, there have been two at- 
lempis, 
neither 
successful. 
The 


dramatic decline in air piracy stems 
from a presidential order which took 
effect just six months ago, on Jan. 5. 
As of that dale, the nation's 531 air- 
ports serving scheduled air carriers 
were required to (1) screen all board- 
ing passengers by metal-delection 
devices and (2) inspect all carry-on 
ilems thai would be accessible to pas- 
sengers during (he flight. 


Six weeks later, on Feb. IS, Secre- 


tary of State William P. Rogers an- 
nounced Ihiil the Uniled Slales and 
Cuba had sign.e.tj a "memorandum of 
understanding on tbe hijacking of 
aircraft and seagoing vessels. The 
agreement had the effect of placing 
Cuba off-bounds 
as 
a 
refuge 
for 


American hijackers. 


So now air (ravel is presumably 


safer — though considerably more in- 
convenient. Because of (lie screening 
regulations, airline passengers must 
arrive at the terminal well in advance 
of departure time lo make sure they 
make their flights.

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If the anti-hijacking campaign con- 


tinues to be effective, rebellious acts 
like Sen. Hartke's may become more 
common. Most people are. willing to 
endure a certain loss of privacy as long 
as air piracy poses an immediate 
threat. But once the threat recedes, as 
it now appears lo be, impatience is 
likely to grow. Several airlines report 
Ihat increasing numbers of business 
travelers are complaining abonl the 
security precautions. 


The melal-detection devices now in 


use arc a major source of annoyance. 
Their 
function 
is lo detect 
such 


dangerous 
weapons 
as 
guns 
and 


knives. But they also have sounded a 
warning signal when confronted by 
melal foil on cigarette packages, me- 
tallic credit cards, and wire-enforced 
brassieres and corsets. One New York

(4) redesign of securily areas lo per- 
mit a greater flow of passengers; (5) 
improved training of personnel, These 
proposals may well be implemented in 
lime, and ihey may reduce (he level of 
inconvenience 
lo passengers.

Crow To Recommend Action To Trustees

St Joseph township's attor- 


ney said Friday he would 
recommend that township trus- 
tees fight an apellate court 
ruling that clears the way for an 
1-94 penetrator through the 
township into the City of St. 
Joseph. 


The Michigan Court of Ap- 


peals at Grand 
Hapids on 


Thursday upheld a lower court 
ruling permitting the state 
highway department to cross a 
St. Joseph township "park" for 
the interceptor route into south 
St. Joseph city. 


But, said St. Joseph Township 


Atty. John 
Crow, he will 


recommend that township trus- 
tees seek leave to appeal to the 
Michigan Supreme Court. 


The township lias 20 days 


from Thursday to ask the stale's 
highest court lo reverse the ap- 
peals court. The supreme court 
can pick the cases it hears and 
turn down the rest. 


Unless overturned, the up- 


peals court ruling erases a five- 
year roadblock and clears the 
way for the highway department 
to obtain the final piece of 
property needed for the inter- 
ceptor, according to Atty. Henry 
Gleiss of St. Joseph, special 
counsel for the highway depart- 


ment. 


The township raised the park 


issue five years ago and it's 
been in court ever since. It was 
the last parcel the highway 
department sought for the in- 
terceptor, 


"All I ho rest have been taken 


and paid for," Gleiss said. 


The park, a roughly Irian* 


gular, landlocked plot of land 
off Lincoln avenue near Niles 
avenue, was the subject of a 
stale highway department suit 
in Berrien circuit court begin- 
ning in KICK. 


Judge Nathan Kaufman of 


Detroit, visiting Rcrricn circuit 
court, ruled in 1972 that the

highway department could take 
the park, a ruling appealed by 
the township. 


In oral argument before the 


court of appeals in Grand 
Rapids April 5, Atty. Crow ar- 
gued the park was in fact a 
township park and as public 
properly was not subject to 
condemnation. 


Atty. Gleiss argued the land 


was not a park of record and 
had never been used as a park. 


Ilia 9-pagc opinion released 


Thursday, the court of appeals' 
held that, though dedicated to 
public use as a park, the land in 
effect has been ignored by the 
township for eight years and can 


bo taken by the state highway 
department. 


Unless that ruling is over- 


turned, the next step svould be In 
hold a standard Berricn circuit 
court condemnation trial. Pur- 
pose of the hearing would be to 
determine how much cash thu 
highway department should pay 
Hie township and possibly some 
38 or 3tt residents of Kerle.vs 
Acres No. 2 subdivision in which 
the park is located, Atty.

BH Landmark 
Has New Name, 
New Owners

A Benton Harbor landmark for 60 years has changed hands 


and names, and will soon receive an interior facelift. But it will 
remain the same hotel that area residents and tourists have 
known for years. 


The Homack hotel, at 209 Territorial road, was recently 


purchased by Mr. and Mrs. James Billiard, of 1373 Superior 
street, Benton township. The new owners have renamed the 
hotel the "Harbor Hotel." 


Mrs. Billiard said she hopes some of the changes they plan to 


make will help bring business back to Benton Harbor. 


Although she declined to state the terms or amount of the 


purchase, Mrs. Billiard said there will be "a slight increase in 
rates." She said rates at the Hornack ranged from $6.75-58.50 
per night. 


The Harbor hotel was built in 1912 by James and Edward 


Dwan, and was named the Dwan hotel. The 80 room hotel was 
considered one of the leading hostelrics in southwestern 
Michigan, according to old newspaper clippings. 


The Dwan was a prosperous hotel, and featured a mineral 


bathhouse, which attracted tourists from throughout Michigan 
and the Chicago area. 


In 1931 the furniture and fixtures in the Dwan were sold to 


Adolph Marsh, from South Haven, who also held a 10-year lease 
on the hotel. He continued its operation. 


A bowling alley opened in 1938 in the basement of the Dwan, 


replacing a night club. A cafeteria with some of the finest food 
in the Twin Cities opened in 1948. 


In 1944 a massive fire gutted the Dwan recreation building 


adjacent to the hotel. The recreation hall was totally destroyed, 
but the hotel sustained only smoke damage. 


Walter Hornack, a Benton Harbor developer, purchased the 


hotel in 1954 for a reported $50,000. At the time of Hornack's 
purchase, the hotel had 70 rooms, three stores, a lounge and 
cafeteria. 


The Harbor Hotel, according to the Hilliards, now has G6 


rooms, plus the Office Lounge tavern, Superior Tailors, and 
Browning Electric Co. 


The Hillards came (o tbe Bentoii Harbor area from Chicago in 


1953. He was with the Bowl by-Bradford Realty Co. from 1955 lo 
1968, and currently operates the Hilliard lienlal Service, a 
property rental firm. Mrs. Hilliard was employed for a time as 
bookkeeper with the former Stevens Laides Apparel shop in 
Benton Harbor and has been active in community programs. 
She currently is president of the PTA of Fairplain Northeast 
school and on the executive board of the local YWCA.

Pratt ruled Thursday that Nader's attorneys 
had failed to make a convincing case lhal 
continued operation of the plant posed an 
unacceptable hazard to public safety. 


Pratt also held that Nader had failed to 


exhaust lhe proper adminislrative remedies 
for challenging Atomic Energy Commission 
safely regulations; Nader's lawyers said they 
would appeal lhe ruling immediately. 


The 20 plants represent every nuclear
